sia." 


Confirms Its Former Statement. 
On the other hand the Havas a e n c y 
confirms its semi-official statement of 
Wednesday night. 
It says: 
"The conclusions 
as a whole are 
quit»* favorable to Russia, recognizing 
that Admiral Rojest venskv could legiti­ 
mately consider himself in danger and 
a n as de did. 
However, the decision 
contains reservations calculated to sat­ 
isfy British susceptibilities, th*' most 
important being that the commission 
esteems that the Russian fire lasted 
too long and also 
that Rojest vensk v 
should have speedily notified the Brit­ 
ish maritime 
authorities of 
the de­ 
plorable incident. 
"TTpon tin* question of the presence 
of torpedo boats the commission frees 
all navies from the imputation. 
“The commission rejected a motion 
of \dmira! Beaumont (Great Britain) 
blaming the Russian crews. 
"The conclusions an* said to be in 
the form ot questions whereto the »om- 
missloners state their answers either 
unanimously or as a majority." 
The American officials are strongly 
Inclined to accept the view first stated, 
that the decision Is more favorable to 
Or« at Britain than to Russia.

at the restraints which were advised 
by the police for her safety, rebelled 
against

Selo, declaring 
that she is not afraid; that the sands 
of her life have almost run out and 
that if assassins want 
her life they 
may have it. 
The imperial family and 
authorities implored her not to return 
to 
St. 
Peterburg 
and 
she 
finally 
yielded. 
General satisfaction 
is expressed, 
even among Liberals, that the funeral 
day of Grand Duke Sergius passed off 
with no untoward incident. 
Even the 
extreme radicals respected the day of 
grief ot the imperial family. The po­ 
lice precautions both here 
and Mos­ 
cow, all hough extensive, apparently 
wen* not needed. 
Th«* publb* are reading with aston­ 
ishment the sweeping statements of 
the metropolitan at Moscow attribut­ 
ing responsibility 
for th«* assassina­ 
tion at Moscow 
to Russian 
society, 
critics saying that if this be true, it 
justifies the claims of reformers that 
all Russia is at odds with the present 
system 
The wisdom 
of such state­ 
ments at thin crisis is very generally 
questioned.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 24.—The reput­ 
ed peace conclaves at Tsarskce Selo 
have given rise to reports that Russia 
is prepared to make wholesale conces­ 
sions in the far East. 
These reports 
misrepresent the situation.

ernm ent realizes the danger of nego­ 
tiations which might, term inate in a 
fiasco or in a dishonorable peace and 
which would in either case aggravate 
the internal situation. 
As a m atter of fact, the conclaves 
have been devoted to the question of 
the zemaky zabor, which the emperor 
has decided to convoke, leaving to the 
representatives of the nation to settle 
tho question of war or peace.

Washington, Feb. 24.— At the W hite 
House and at the state department, at 
the Russian, French, German, British 
and Italian embassies and the Jap a­ 
nese legation, where 
inquiries were

In progress 
in Manchuria. 
The war 
office, however, steadfastly maintains 
that there is no important news, and 
that there have been no developments 
since the last dispatches made public, 
in which the 
commander-in-chief re­ 
ported all quiet with the exception of 
minor operations toward the eastward. 
An Associated Press dispatch from 
Mukden Thursday made no mention 
of a battle and retirem ent of the Rus­ 
sians.

Says Assassins May Have Her Life lf 
They W ant It. 
St. Petersburg. 
Feb. 24.—All 
the 
members of the imperial family who 
attended the requiem for Grand Duke 
Sergius at Tsarskoe Selo remained to 
a family council in the evening. 
The 
dowager empress, who 
has been at 
Tsarskoe Selo since the eventful “red” 
Sunday, Jan. 22, becoming impatient 
a t the restraints which were advised 
by the police for her safety, rebelled 
against 
the alleged necessity 
of re­ 
maining at Tsarskoe 
Selo, declaring 
that she is not afraid; that the sands 
of her life have almost run out and 
th at if assassins want 
her life they 
may have it. 
The imperial family and 
authorities implored her not to return 
to 
St. 
Peterburg 
and 
she 
finally 
yielded. 
General satisfaction 
is expressed, 
even among Liberals, that the funeral 
day of Grand Duke Sergius passed off 
with no untoward incident. 
Even the 
extreme radicals respected the day of 
grief of the imperial family. 
The po­ 
lice precautions both here 
and Mos­ 
cow, although extensive, apparently 
were not needed. 
The public are reading with aston­ 
ishment the sweeping statem ents of 
the metropolitan at Moscow attribut­ 
ing responsibility 
for the assassina­ 
tion at Moscow 
to Russian 
society, 
critics saving that if this be true, it 
justifies the claims of reformers that 
all Russia is at odds with the present 
system 
The wisdom 
of such state­ 
m ents at this crisis is very generally 
questioned. 


F U N E R A L 
OF 
SERGIUS. 


Solemn Ceremony of Blessing the Re­ 
mains at Moscow. 
Moscow, Feb. 24.—The solemn cere­ 
mony of 
blessing the 
rem ains of 
Grand Duke Sergius was performed at 
IO a. rn. in the midst of the tolling of 
bells of all the churches and m onas­ 
teries of the ancient capital. Immense 
crowds thronged the Open squares in 
front of the palaces and there was a 
considerable display of troops in the 
streets. 
Grenadiers of the Kieff regi­ 
ment 
furnished 
the 
guard 
at 
the 
Chamlet! monastery, which was the 
scene of the funeral services. 
After blessing the body it was con­ 
veyed to the adjoining church of St. 
Andrew, where it was laid on a cata­ 
falque. 
The coffin was concealed by 
a mass of fe ral wreaths and crosses. 
A brief service of consignment to 
the grave took place, after which the 
body was placed in a vault, where it 
will remain until removed to St. Pe­ 
tersburg. 


HOCH 
H E L D W I T H O U T BAIL. 


Paris, Feb. 24.—The international 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the North 
sea incident 
practically 
concluded its work at night by finally 
agreeing to the report which will be 
publicly announced at the closing ses­ 
sion to be held at 3 o’clock next S atur­ 
day. 
Concerning the general nature 
of the report the following statem ent 
was made in a most authoritative quar­ 
ter: 
“When the text of the decision be­ 
comes known it will Vie far more ac­ 
ceptable to the British press and pub­ 
lic than they have been led to believe. 
The semi-official summaries appearing, 
while more or less accurate, tend too 
strongly to show Russian success, but 
as a m atter of fart the admirals have 
sought a middle ground and the de­ 
cision is not a pronounced victory for 
either side. 
It is of such character as 
to preserve R ussia’s self-respect and 
at the same time give the British pub­ 
lic much ground for satisfaction. 
If 
anything the decision is rather more 
favorable to Great Britain than to Rus­ 
sia.” 


Confirms Its Former Statement. 
On the other hand the Havas agency 
confirms its semi-official statem ent of 
Wednesday night. 
It says: 
“The conclusions 
as a whole are 
quite favorable to Russia, recognizing 
that Admiral Rojestvensky could legiti­ 
mately consider himself In danger and 
act as de did. 
However, the decision 
contains reservations calculated to sat­ 
isfy British susceptibilities, tile most 
important being that the commission 
esteems that the Russian fire lasted 
too long and also 
that Rojestvensky 
should have speedily notified the Brit­ 
ish m aritim e 
authorities of 
the de­ 
plorable Incident. 
“Upon the question of tho presence 
of torpedo boats the commission froes 
all navies from the imputation. 
“The commission rejected a motion 
of Admiral Beaumont (Great Britain) 
blaming tho Russian crews. 
“The conclusions are said to be in 
the form of questions whereto the com­ 
missioners state their answers either 
unanimously or as a majority.” 
The American officials are strongly 
inclined to accept the view first stated, 
that the decision is more favorable to 
Great Britain than to Russia. 


W I T H M U C H Q U IE T E L A T IO N . 


Decision cf North Sea Commission Re­ 
ceived in Russia. 
Ft. Petersburg, Feb. 24.—The Inti­ 
mation that Hie decision of the inter­ 
national commission on the North sea 
affair is received with much quiet ela­ 
tion in adm iralty circles and by the 
St. Petersburg public, where it is felt 
to show the baselessness of “tho sense­ 
less clamor” against Vice Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky. 
Naval 
officers 
always 
maintained that 
there 
was another 
side to tho question as it was present­ 
ed by the [Toss of Great Britain and 
believed that Rojestvensky was amply 
justified in taking all precautions for 
the safety 
of his fleet, 
especially in 
view of warnings, the seriousness of 
which apparently 
was not 
realized 
elsewhere and were convinced that a 
commission of impartial experts would 
take the sam e view. 
Hence the report. 
is accepted without surprise, though it 
has not. been announced officially.

They Want It. 
St. Petersburg, 
Feb. 24.—All 
the 
m em bers of the imperial family who 
attended the requiem for Grand Duke 
Sergius at Tsarskoe Selo remained to 
a family council in the evening. 
The 
dowager empress, who 
has been at 
Tsarskoe Selo since the eventful “red” 
Sunday, Jan. 22, becoming impatient 
a t the restraints which were advised 
by the police for her safety, rebelled 
against 
the alleged necessity 
of re­ 
maining at Tsarskoe 
Selo, declaring 
that she is not afraid; that the sands 
of her life have almost run out and 
that if assassins want 
her life they 
may have it. 
The imperial family and 
authorities implored her not to return 
to 
St. 
Peterburg 
and 
she 
finally 
yielded. 
General satisfaction 
is expressed, 
even among Liberals, that the funeral 
day of Grand Duke Sergius passed off 
with no untoward incident. 
Even the 
extreme radicals respected the day of 
grief of the imperial family. 
The po­ 
lice precautions both here 
and Mos­ 
cow, although extensive, apparently 
were not needed. 
The public are reading with aston­ 
ishment the sweeping statem ents of 
the metropolitan at Moscow attribut­ 
ing responsibility 
for the assassina­ 
tion at Moscow 
to Russian 
society, 
critics saying that If this be true, it 
Justifies the claims of reformers that 
all Rustía is at odds with the present 
system 
The wisdom 
of such state­ 
m ents at this crisis is very generally 
questioned.

“Upon the question of the presence 
of torpedo boats the commission frees 
all navies from the imputation. 
“The commission rejected a motion 
of Admiral Beaumont (Great Britain) 
blaming the Russian crews. 
“The conclusions are said to be in 
the form of questions whereto the com­ 
missioners state their answers either 
unanimously or as a majority.” 
The American officials are strongly 
inclined to accept the view first stated, 
that the decision is more favorable to 
Great Britain than to Russia.

Bill to Construct New Prison Out of 
Twine Plant Earnings Killed. 
The Li 11 to construct a new state's 
prison at Stillwater and meet the cost 
ca* Ii year out of one-half the earnings 
from the prison twine 
plant, was ef­ 
fectually killed in the house Thursday. 
The farmer m em bers voted against 
it to a man, and they had the aid of 
several city members. The theory was 
th at the farmers of 
the state should 
not he singled out to provide quarters 
for a ( lass which is contributed la rg e ­ 
ly by the cities. 
The I ii1 which was a senate m eas­ 
ure and passed by that body without 
a quibble, provided for the purchase of 
160 acres at Stillwater, oil which was 
*o he erected 
buildings that 
would 
serve as an enlargem ent of the prison. 
To meet the cost, it provided that 
each year one-half of tho net earnings 
of the prison, resulting 
from the in­ 
dustries 
carried on there, 
principal 
among which is the m anufacturing of 
binding twine, should be used. 
That the bill would be opposed was 
never doubted, but t bio severe defeat 
experienced was not expected. 
Ward Stone started the knifing pro­ 
cess when he offered 
an am en d m en t 
striking out the use of the earnings of 
the prison to meet the cost. 
In ex- 
planaton, he said that he did not be­ 
lier* that the farmers should be made 
to bear the brunt of the expense. W hen 
the vote was taken, it showed 52 to 31 
iii favor of the Stone amendment. 
This practically killed the intent of 
the bill and Mi 
Zelch at once moved 
the indefinite 
postponement 
of th** 
measure. He was accommodated with­ 
out delay. 
This now leaves the proposed pris­ 
on enlargement in the air, but tho dif­ 
ficulty will probably be bridged over 
in a few days l y the introduction of a 
bill calling for a direct appropriation 
with the proviso that the pofits of the 
twine industry be used solely In en 
larging 
the 
capacity 
of the 
prison 
twine plant. 
The committ* e on rules of the house 
won

victory 
in the 
fight 
against extra employes and figured as 
the center of a humorous tangle when 
its report holding against the appoint­ 
m ent of an extra page and clerk came 
up tor consideration.

In connection with the religious re­ 
vival in Wales great interest has been 
aroused by alleged supernatural lights 
which are said to accompany Mrs. Ma­ 
ry J ones, one of the most fervent re­ 
vival preachers, says a London cable 
dispatch to the New York World.

“Suddenly I saw what appeared to be 
a ball of tire above tho roof of the chap­ 
el. It had a steady, intense, yellow bril­ 
liance and did not move. 
Later two 
lights flashed out, one on each side of 
tile chapel. They seemed about a hun­ 
dred feet apart and considerably higher 
in the air than the first one. In the dis­ 
tance they looked like large, brilliant 
motor car lights. Just after 10:30 I was 
startled by a flash on the dark hillside. 
It looked like a solid ball of light six 
inches in diameter and w as tiring to 
look at.”

T he hill to con struct a new s ta te ’s 
prison at S tillw ater and m eet the cost 
cae h year out of one-half the earnings 
from the prison tw ine 
plant, w as ef­ 
fectually killed in the house T hursday. 
The farm er m em bers voted against 
it to a man, and they had the aid of 
several city m em bers. T he theory was 
that the farm ers of 
the state should 
not be singled out to provide q u arters 
fcr a class which is contributed la rg e ­ 
ly by the cities. 
T he H I1 which was a senate m eas­ 
ure and passed by th a t body w ithout 
a quibble, provided for the purchase of 
lfiO at res at Stillw ater, on which w as 
to bt' erected 
buildings that 
would 
serve as an enlargem ent of the prison. 
To m eet the cost, it provided that 
each year one-half of the net earnings 
of the prison, resulting 
from the in­ 
dustries 
ta rrie d on there, 
principal 
am ong which is the m anufacturing of 
binding twine, should be used. 
T hat the bill would be opposed was 
never doubted, but the severe defeat 
experienced w as not expected. 
W ard Stone started the knifing pro­ 
cess when he offered 
an am end m en t 
striking out the use of the earnings of 
th e prison to meet the cost. 
In ex- 
jlnn ato n, he said that he did not. be­ 
lieve that the farm ers should be ruado 
to bear the brunt of the expense. W hen 
the vote was taken, it showed 52 to 31 
in favor of the Stone am endm ent. 
This practically killed th e intent of 
the bill and Mi 
Zelch at once m oved 
the indefinite 
postponem ent 
of th e 
m easure. He was accom m odated w ith­ 
out delay. 
This now leaves the proposed pris­ 
on enlargem ent in the air, but th e dif­ 
ficulty will probably be bridged over 
in a few days 1 y the introduction of a 
bill calling for a direct appropriation

The railway, which run s in an irreg 
ular ellipse and Is operated by electric 
tty, is n mile long and goes winding in 
and out am ong the woods and broken 
ground w ith all the seem ing irresponsi­ 
bility* of a wild anim al.

mal Is provided in the shape oL a life 
size deer, m ounted on n small bogy 
truck.

Ft. Petersburg. Feb. 21.— D ispatches 
from many cities in the south of R us­ 
sia as well as in the C aucasus proper, 
m ake this region the center of interest 
in 
fiie w eek’s 
strike 
developm ents, 
though 
ihere 
have 
been 
sporadic 
strikes in all portions of Russia. 
T he 
tie-ups 
of railroads 
radiating 
from 
Moscow is a very serious feature of 
the situation. 
In the C aucasus region 
the authorities ap pear for the m om ent 
to have regained the upper hand; but 
the situation may at any tim e again 
pass out of their control. 
Even the 
reinforcem ents of the m ilitary in all 
the cities seem s to have been inade­ 
quate1 to prevent the continuance of 
conditions tending to robbery, m urder 
and terrorism . 
The telegraphic communic ation was 
restored to Batoum during the even­ 
ing and a dispatch received from that 
city indicated th a t the troops and au ­ 
thorities hove regained 
control, hut 
that m arau ders 
are unceasingly ac­ 
tive. while racial strife continues and 
the whole population is in a sta te of 
panic. 
Baku 
also is com paratively 
quite, 
though the phrase is only relative to 
the previous era of open m urd er and 
pillage. 
On the other hand, other cities out­ 
side the Caucasus, such as E katorino- 
slav, Kharkoft, Saratoff, A lexondrovsk 
and m any o thers are in a condition of 
complete or partial disorder owing to 
strikes. 
The forces of law and order 
apparently have been unable to pre­ 
vent the strikers from resorting to the 
tactics of their fellows in St. P e te rs ­ 
burg and m arching from shop to shop 
and forcing out everv w orkman. Many 
governm ent w orks in various parts of 
the country are included in the su sp en ­ 
sions. 
Half of tin' w orkm en in Libau 
»ro on strike, seriously 
affecting tho 
m anufacture of m ilitary supplies. 
'Uhe* St. P e tersbu rg w orkm en have 
tem porarily 
resum ed 
their 
occupa­ 
tions, while voting for m em bers of the 
imperial mixed commission but they 
are possessed of the* spirit of unrest, 
and th eir sense of power is being fed 
by incendiary proclam ations, the lat­ 
est of which alludes to the em p eror as 
“Nicholas 
the L ast,” and 
m akes a 
rabid a ttack upon the m otives of the 
governm ent.
